Made Wilson Catspaw. 
It is undeniably. a fact that Mr. wii- 
son was coaxed into acting as a cats- 
paw for M. Clemenceau and Mr. Lioyda 
George last spring when they made 
him the goat of the Adriatic muddié, 
and he assumed the whole responsibil- 
ity of offending Italian ambitions by 
insisting on Fiume as a free state. 
France instigated the affair, as the 
Frenth do not want to see Italy 
a dominating power in the Adriatic. 
Before the war Austria balanced off 
Italy’s power there, but with the 
elimination of Austria as a_ great 
power Italy determined to seize the 
reins. 


M. Clemenceau obtained Mr. Lloyd 
George’s support to put to sleep Ital- 
ian demands in the Adriatic in ex- 
change for French support of Great, 
Britain’s hunger for the German col- 
onies and territory in Turkey, Meso- 
potamia, and Persia. 


Turkey the Issue. 


Now, however, with the time ripe 
British 
and French find themselves at swords’ 
points over Syria, and last spring’s 
gentlemanly agreements. are forgot- 
ten. Neither power wishes to show 
its hand regarding land grabbing in 
Turkey until they find out just what 
attitude the United States government 
intends to take -in negotiatiag the 
Turkish treaty. Following the sen- 
ate’s rejection of the German treaty 
and the insistent demand of the Amer- 
iean people that. the United States 
keep out of European affairs and pol- 
itics, it is hoped that Mr. Wilson will 
not attempt to butt in further and to 
resurrect his fourteen points against 
the cutting up of the Ottoman empire. 
Mr. Wilson's reply to the new Fiume 
proposal, which gives the city and port 
to Italy establishes an Italian 
corridor between Austria and Fiume, 
is expressly against the president’s 
convictions, as he turned down a plan 
in November which was much better 
than the Nitti plan, which the French 
and British premiers accept. —

The Herald made its appearance in 
the streets of New York on May 6, 
1835. It was a four page sheet, was 
written in full—on the head of a bar- 
rel, it was said—by its founder, James 
Gordon Bennett Sr. Thenceforth until 
1872, the Herald was directed and 
edited by the elder Bennett, and upon 


Bennett Jr., who held absolute sway 
over the newspaper's destinies until 
he died abroad, where for years he had 
lived. During many years he di-. 
rected its publication from Paris, keep- 
ing in touch with it by cable. 

Went After “Big” News. 

In the earlier part of its long careér 
paper was characterized by 
“punch” and an ability to get after 
“big” news. It never developed so 
much as a medium of editorial influ- 
ence in a news sense,. One of the 
Herald’s feats was the payment of 
$7,000 in gold for the transmission of | 
the speech of King Wilhelm 1., after 
the battle of Sadowa. The younger 
Bennett fitted out and conducted the 
Jeannette expedition into the arctic. 
He sent Henry M. Stanley to find 
David Livingstone, then lost.in . cen- 
tral Africa. Both ventures were mi- 
nutely reported in the Herald. |

Has the permit for the Illinois water- 
Way actually been issued? Illinois offi- 
cials are awaiting the arrival of a let- 
ter from Washington to angwer the 
quéstion definitely. Government engi- 
neers approved the Lowden plan for 
the waterway some time ago, and it 

expected that Secretary of War 
er would issue the permit “ almost 
any day.”

Following a conference between

November, Gen. Harry Taylor, head of 
the river and harbor division of the 
army engineering department, an- 
nounced the engineers would recom- 
mend to Secretary Baker that a permit 
be granted. 
Mr. ‘Sackett yesterday received a 
wire from Washington saying that a 
letter containing all details has been 
mailed.. But it has not yet arrived, 
and neither Mr. Sackett nor Mr, Ben- 
nett has received any official notice of 
the’ approval. Secretary Baker, in 
Washington, said last night he could 
not remember whether he had signed 
the actual permit. Gen. Taylor said he 
was not at liberty to state whether a 
permit had or had not been issued.

Dried peaches are perhaps sweeter 
without sugar, or have a more satis- 
factory flavor without sugar when 
cooked and made into a puree than | 
have dried apricots, but it seems to me | 
easier to buy high grade dried apri- 
cots than high quality dried peaches. | 
At least this has been my experience. 

Pick over a pound of dried apricots | 
reject any black or. too dark | 
pieecs. Rinse with cold water and 


then let stand in more cold water for .;

Rub each piece clean 
from this water and put into an earthen 
dish. Pour over the apricots two cups 
of cold water, cover dish, and let soak 
all night. In the morning cook the

When apples | 
are selling around $9 a barrel, with | 
other fruits demanding similar high 
prices, the situation demands serious 
consideration. 
Most of this loss could be prevented 
if farmers and fruit growers would 
take steps to that end.

Cottontails do their greatest damage 
in the winter, but it is often necessary

Brush piles and bunches of grass in
